The doctor's bulletin at 8:55 p.m. 


Denver time Sunday stirred new- 
anxiety over the chief executive's 
condition and.brought to an abrupt 
end the string of encouraging re- 
ports which had come from the 
hospital bedside more than a week. 


James C. Hagerty, White House 


press secretary, announced a few 
minutes after 7 a.m. today that 
the bulletin usually issued at that 
hour would be de;ayed because the 
President was sleeping later.than 
usu-al. Word came a few minutes 
later that he had awakened at 
7:10 
a.m. 


From FitzsLmons Army Hospital, 


Hagerty sent this statement to 
newsmen: 


"Slept Soundly" 


"The President went to sleep 


last night at 8:45 p.m. 


"He slept soundly until 4:25 a.m., 


when he awoke. 


"At 'that time his temperature 


and pulse were checked and found 
to be normal. 


"He went back to sleep within 


the hair hour and is presently 
sleeping." 


Hagerty 
explained that 
t h e 


-President's physicians decided it 
would be -better not to awaken 
him, 
to assure him maximum rest. 


Eisenhower received a sedative, 


before retiring for the 


night. No additional dose was 
given, him, when he awakened at 
4:25 
a.m. 


A formal medical bulletin was 


expected later in the morning. 


•Last night's bulletin said this: 
"The President is a little tired 


this evening and did not feel a,s 
well as usual. Otherwise his condi- 
tion is good. His 
temperature,

It was the 35th Fitzsimons Army 


Hospital bulletin on Eisenhower's 
condition since he entered there a 
week ago last, Saturday—and the 
first, since the early hours after 
his "moderate" heart attack that

"without complications." 


Ignores Setback Query 


Newsmen asked James C. Hag- 


erty. White House press secretary, 
whether: he change in the Presi- 
dent's condition could be consid- 
ered a "setback." 


"I am not going beyond what I 


said," Hagerty replied in allusion 
to the medical bulletin he has just 
read to reporters, or beyond "what 
the doctors have given me." 


Nor would he say whether the

ON SUBVERSION 
PHILADELPHIA Ml—Asst. Atty. 


Gen. William F. Tompkins said to- 
day the Justice Department will 
not be "lulled into inaction" by 
criticism of its use of ex-Commu- 
nists and confidential informers as 
witnesses in subversive prosecu- 
tions. 


In an address prepared for the 


annual conference of the Interna- 
tional Assn. of Chiefs of Police, 
Tompkins said his audience knew 
it is standard practice to offer this 
type of witness in criminal pro- 
ceedings. He described the Com- 
munist movement in this country 
as a "criminal menace." 


Yet he said uninformed critics 


attack not only the credibility of 
particular witnesses but also the 
properiety of using them at all. 


Denying these and other allega- 


tions he said had been made,
